RAILWAY BRIDGE FOR 
SWAMP. OUTFALL 
DRAIN 


On Monday the Railway 
Department commenced 
digging the buttress foun- 
dations for the bridge 
which will raise the rail- 
way line at Seaholme 
where it crosses the pro- 
posed outfall drain from 
the Cherry Swamp, known 
as Lake Seaholme. 

The outfall drain will run 
parallel to Cambridge Street 
and go under the railway line 
for which a three span bridge 
is being constructed. It will 
then be necessary for the 
council to raise the- level of 
Beach Road and also build 
a bridge and the Board of 
Works will then excavate a 
section through Cresser Re- 
serve adjacent to the Work- 
ing Men’s Club site. 





Mr. J. Kennedy, of 135 
Blyth Street, Aitona, said the 
bus stop outside his home 
aggravates entry to his prop- 
erty and causes parking in- 
convenience to visitors who 
call on him in his professional 
capacity. He suggested it be 
moved opposite a nearby 
vacant lot.
